Resignation of Mrs. Gladys Al¬ 
bright as a member of the teach¬ 
ing staff of Sierra Madre Gram¬ 
mar school on Saturday revealed 
the fact that .she and Council¬ 
man Paul N. Carter eloped early 
in March and were married at 
Kingman, Arizona, spending a 
brief honeymoon at Las Vegas 
and Hoover dam.

Economic law is Just as inexor¬ 
able as the moral law and both 
are involved in this program. 
Penalties follow violation as the 
night the day. The New Deal 
violates every known economic 
law. and sJso violates the moral 
law by daily contracting debts 
impossible of payment. The pen¬ 
alty will be the impovrishment of 
a nation—even to generations yet 
inborn. 

If we needed any further evi¬ 
dence of the utter ineptness and 
stupidity of New Deal economics 
a glance at the agricultural ap¬ 
propriation bill would be suffi¬ 
cient. The latest farm bill passed 
by the Senate carries $1,218,666.- 
572 for the relief of agriculture. 
This vast sum added to similar 
expenditures since 1933, totals ap¬ 
proximately $5,000,000,000 spent 
to help the American farmer, and 
he is now worse off than when 
the government started these in¬ 
defensible subsidies. Average farm 
prices are much lower now, mea¬ 
sured in 100 cent dollars, than at 
any time since 1893, notwith¬ 
standing all the heroic efforts of 
Mr. Wallace to peg farm prices 
to the 1926 level. 

And while one department of 
the government hands out checks 
to the farmer not to produce— 
(and thereby increases unem¬ 
ployment)— another department 
of the government destroys our 
foreign market and export trade 
with their reciprocal trade agree¬ 
ments with other nations. As a 
result our export cotton trade has 
practically disappeared, and the 
Department of Agriculture is 
spending millions of money, that 
should be left in the hands of the 
taxpayer, to buy up the surplus 
cotton and hold up the price for 
the cotton grower. And that 
price is just so blankety-blank 
perverse that it will not obey the 
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Several hundred members of 
the Chamber of Commerce, ser¬ 
vice and other civic organiza¬ 
tions in Upland will be busy to¬ 
day arranging for the city’s great¬ 
est event which the citizens hope 
will outshine all other community 
events in the valley area.

Comments

U NLESS there is a decided 
change in the attitude of 
both houses of the Legisla¬ 
ture in the very near future, the 
Administration will have no pro¬ 
gram of its own to follow after 
adjournment takes place. To date 
there has been no major legis¬ 
lative measure sponsored by the 
Governor that has not been dras¬ 
tically amended or completely re¬ 
jected by either the Senate or the 
Assembly. The revolt against 
measures emanating from the 
Governor’s office with the recom¬ 
mendation that they be passed 
without change started when the 
budget bill was first presented. 

The group of some 12 conser¬ 
vative Democrats that Joined with 
the Republicans to trim over $8,- 
000,000 off the budget before it 
was na.ssed to the Senote^ jp 
parently find the minority party 
camp a more congenial place in 
which to carry on their Legis¬ 
lative activities. ’This combination, 
which shows definite signs of 
continuing throughout the re¬ 
mainder of the session, gave its 
unanimous approval of State Re¬ 
lief Administrator Director H. 
Dewey Anderson’s request for $3,- 
500,000 additional funds to carry 
on Relief Administration for the 
balance of the fiscal year. The 
original request of $4,050,000 for 
this purpose was rejected, so the 
economy bloc feels that it has 
at least saved the taxpayer $550,- 
000. Other measures endorsed by 
the administration which went 
down to defeat during the week 
include the wage and hour bill, 
and lobby reg^ulation. 

In reviewing the bills that have 
thus far been approved by either 
of both houses of the Le^slature 
it is interesting to note tbat hard¬ 
ly a measure of state-wide import 
has been accepted. To those who 
have In the past complained of 
too much legislation this should 
be an encouraging sign. It should 
also be welcome news to those 
businessmen who have complained 
so bitterly in the past that the 
rules under which they attempt 
to conduct their affairs have been 
changed so rapidly that they 
cannot plan for the future with 
any degree of certainty.
